Men's Soccer 



The Bethany College men's soccer 
team ended this season with a 10-10-2 
record. It came as a great 
disappointment to many that the team 
did not win the Presidents' Athletic 
Conference (PAC) as they have for the 
last 23 years. But this record did not 
keep the team down. 

The season was not without great 
accomplishment. They did have a 
winning record for the PAC tournament 
with 6 wins, 3 loses, and one tie. This 



record placed Bethany in third place in the 
league for 2002. 

There were also seven men named to the 
league's All-PAC teams. Daniel Reinoso, 
of Quito, Ecuador, led three Bethany men 
on the first team. This was his second 
consecutive year named to first team and 
his first year as Conference Player of the 
Year. Alex Pentino, of Wheeling, WV was 
named for his fourth year. Rounding out 
the first team players for the Bison was 
Ehren Grill, from Enterprise, FL. This was 
his first All-PAC honor. 



Leading the second team for All-PAC 
was Dan Irwin of Monroeville, PA.

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Bison Football 2002 



Despite a 3-7 record, the Bi- 
son football team had many 
successful accomplishments 
in the 2002 campaign. Guided 
by first year head coach Chris 
Snyder, the Bison offensive 
led the PAC in rushing yards 
per game (166.9), total offen- 
sive per game (398.8), and first 
downs (220). The offensive 
production was highlighted 
by Will Anderson's record 
setting year.

The Bison Runners had a successful sea- 
son thanks to a strong group of returning 
upperclassmen, and a talented group of 
incoming freshmen. The women's team 
doubled in size from the 2001 season, 
boosting six girls this year. 

The season opener at Westminster set the 
pace for the season with three top- 20 
finishes from the Bison. Freshman Ken- 
neth Hopper came through in 5th place, 
while Junior Tiffany Baumgartand Fresh- 
man Mallory Roadman topped the 
women's team, placing 12th and 14th 
respectively. 

This was just the beginning of a slew of 
top- 10 finishes for Hopper, who finished 
7th at the Theil Invitational, 3rd at the 
Pitt- Johnstown and St. Vincent Invites, 
5th at Waynesburg, 4th at W&J, and 6th 
at the PACs. His performance through- 
out the season earned Hopper the PAC 
Runner of the Week honor twice, and 1st 

Team All- PAC honors. 

The women's team had a winning season 

with many notable finishes. But the girls 

were most pleased with their 1st place 
finish at the W&J Invitational. "We really 
wanted to beat Westminster now that 
they are officially part of the conference.

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The Bethany Softball team finished their 
season at NCAA Regionals where they ended 
a college- record 21-game winning streak with 
losses to Alma and Cabrini. They earned an 
NCAA bid for the 2nd consecutive year and 
the 3rd time in the program's history, and 
entered the tournament seeded 3rd in the 
Central Region, and 9th nationally. 

The women had a tremendous season that 
climaxed when they stole the PAC champion- 
ship for the 5th consecutive year. For their 
efforts. Coach Jan Forsty received the PAC 
Softball Coach of the Year award for the 9th 
time. 

Four Bison were named to the all- PAC 
team. Named IstTeam All-PAC, senior pitcher 
Rachael Schafer of Pittsburgh, PA also earned 
the league's Player and Pitcher of the Year for 
the 2nd consecutive year. She earned 1st 
Team accolades all four years of her career 



and became the all-time leader in career 
victories at Bethany (63) by posting a 12-3 
record in her senior season. 

Joining Rachael on 1st Team was her 
twin sister, Amy. In grabbing her 3rd con- 
secutive 1st Team honor, Schafer led the 
Bison with a .412 batting average. The 
final Bethany player on 1st Team, junior 
third baseman Janice Masters of Lansing, 
OH led the team and broke college single- 
season records with eight home runs and 
48 RBIs. 

Receiving Honorable Mention status 
was freshman left fielder Emily Patton of 
Poland, OH. She lead the PAC with most 
hits (49) and most runs scored (39). 

Masters and the Schafer twins also gar- 
nered First Team All-East Region honors.

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Track and Field 2003 

The Bethany College men's and women's track and field teams finished fifth and fourth, respectively, at the 
PAC Championship meet held at Westminster College. 

Bethany's men were paced by a third place finish by sophomore Aaron Weathers of Monroeville, PA in the 
400-meter dash with a time of 51.82 seconds. Junior Adam Llanos of Long Island City, NY grabbed fourth place 
in the javelin with a best effort of 149 feet, three and a half inches. Freshman Mike Reese of Warren, OH was a 
double scorer, as he placed fifth in the 1,500 with a time of 4:21 .53 and seventh in the 800 with a time of 2:07.69. 

The women's team had one conference champion, as senior Melissa White of Mt. Pleasant, PA won the pole 
vault with a jump of 8-6. Sophomore Ashley Dougherty of Wampum, PA placed fourth at 8-0 and freshman Tara 
McNeish of Greenville, PA finished fifth at 7-6. McNeish also scored points with a fifth place showing in the long 
jump (14-1). 

Several other Bison women also scored in two events. Senior Shaye Eighme of St. Clairsville, OH grabbed 
fourth place in the 100 with a time of 13.45 and fifth place in the 200 with a time of 28.35. Freshman Mallory 
Roadman of Follansbee, WV finished fourth in the 800 (2:41.02) and 1,500 (5:24.75). Roadman also highlighted 
the Bison competition at the Wheeling Jesuit Invite held previously, where she won the 1 ,500 in a time of 5:23.33, 
nearly 17 seconds faster than the second- place finisher. 

Freshman Liz Mowl of Moon Twp., PA earned points in the field and on the track. Her time of 2:56.82 in the 
800 put her in seventh place, while a throw of 99-6 in the javelin earned her fourth. Rounding out the double 
scorers for the Bison was senior Samantha Martin of Washington, PA with a pair of sixth places in the discus (101- 
1 ) and shot put (31-9).

In spring 2002, Bethany lost one of it's 10 nationally 
recognized Greek social organizations. The sisters 
of Kappa Delta "were given an ultimatum to either 
hand their charter back to their nationals or have it 
revoked/' one sister explained. The campus was 
sympathetic of their loss, especially because of their 
amazing recruitment efforts and continued dedica- 
tion to their philanthropies. "It was sad to see such 
a wonderful group of women lose their charter and 
something they believed so strongly in," sopho- 
more Stefanie Panas, a member of Zeta Tau Alpha 
said. 

In light of the increasing housing problems of a 

large expected freshmen class, it was decided that 
Delta Tau Delta would fill the vacancy on Greek 
Hill. The brothers had been living in the Woolery 
House on Old Parkinson, which was opened up to 
freshmen this school year. 

This school year the Greek community lost another 
member. The brothers of Beta Theta Pi lost their 
national charter at the beginning of second semes- 
ter. 

The loss of these two organizations has caused some 
concern among Greeks because of a growing fear of 
"who is the next to go." However, despite these 
worries, the women boosted the strongest recruit- 
ment in years with a quota of 24. With house totals 
now above 70, the women are not anticipating any 
trouble. Tire only concerns now are logistical- "where 
are we going to fit all these girls for formal chapter?" 
Phi Mu president Sue Andrzewski joked on bid 
night.

Spring semester brought a new kind of greek organization to campus. 
Several students started Alpha Phi Omega, a national, co-ed, service 
fraternity. The group started out small, but grew throughout the semester 
with their pledge process. Their activities have members working on 
campus and in the surrounding area. During the spring semester, the group 
held a walk-a-thon to raise money for the Barnesville 3-C, which helps 
cancer patients with bills, and other necessities. 

President Jacqui Simon was the one that made the initial contacts to bring the fraternity to campus. 
Also, Counselor Ron Rice had been interested in starting such an organization on campus, which 
coincided with Simon's idea. While APO is a greek organization, members of Alpha Phi Omega can 
also belong to social fraternities or sororities. 

Alpha Phi Omega was founded in 1925 at Lafayette College and is based on the leadership and 
service of the Boy Scouts of America. The group was originally all-male but went co-ed in 1976. 
Approximately 350 chapters are now on campuses throughout the United States.

In December 1845, three fresh- 
men at Yale University 
wanted to establish an orga- 
nization that would rival the 
only class fraternity on cam- 
pus at that time. These men 
felt that their class demon- 
strated an attitude of superi- 
ority, especially to non-fraternity men. Louis 
Manigault, Stephen Ormsby Rhea, and Horace 
Spangler Weiser created Alpha Sigma Phi, the 11th 
oldest Greek fraternity. The number of members 
continually grew following the initiation of the first 
pledge class of 14. However, the fraternity would 
face some hard times. In 1864, the mother chapter 
(Alpha chapter) at Yale University became inactive. 
They were succeeded by Delta Beta Xi, who secretly 
pledged allegiance to Alpha Sigma Phi. But, this 
group also became inactive. Finally, with the help of 
Wayne Montgomery Musgrave, Edwin Morey Water- 
bury, and the Delta Chapter at Marietta College, 
Alpha Sigma Phi survived the 1900s and flourished. 
This period of struggle stands as a true test of broth- 
erhood for Alpha Sigma Phi and shows their willing- 
ness to face hardships and emerge triumphantly. As 
a result, the phoenix, a mythical bird that rises out of 
its own ashes, has become the fraternity mascot, 
symbolizing a perilous fight to survive. The spirit of 
the phoenix lives within all Alpha Sigma Phis, as 
they are known for their dedication, commitment, 
and loyalty to their fraternity, brothers, colleges, and 
communities.
